alike, and that policy has prevailed 
until now. 

If, as stateil by Colonel Holabird in 
his letter in last week’s issue of the 
"News,” aix' “alnio.st dead,” this 
increase of the water rates acts like 
making a cotlin to put us in should 
we really become “dead” and driving 
20 penny nails into it so we will re¬ 
main “ilead” for a long time.. Kxcess- 
iv*“ water rate.s don’t build up any 
city. Cheap rates will help. 

The statement made last 'I'liursday 
evening by .Mayor .Mitchell “that, as 
the city hail reached its limit of taxa¬ 
tion, $1.00 |)er $100 a.'isessed valua-j 
tion, and it couldn’t be operated for 
that, the Trustees would have to get 
more money from the water consum 
ers,” was a point not well taken. It 
is unfair to “soak” the water consum¬ 
ers to meet other departmental ex¬ 
penses that exceed the revenue. 

The statement made by City Tivas- 
urer Pegler that as the domestic wa¬ 
ter consumer had the first claim on 
the water, he should he willing to pay 
more, also does not lit the rase. We 
might with e(|ual piopricly state that 
we could take all the graviy flow if it 
was necessary and sudicient for do- 
.mestic purposes and the irrigators' 
water lie pumped and the expense of 
pumping charged to them, as the irri- 
gator.s* agreement on tile at tin* City 
Hall provides that the irrigators shall 
get their water “as near cost as pos¬ 
sible.” 

Trustee Camp stated the water 
eouldn’t he furnished at a cost of less 
than f’l cents per UK) cubic feet and 
proposed an increase to irrigators 
from 1 to 4 ',2 cents. This would only 
bring an additional $400 rt'venue. 

If it costs 0 cents, how cun it he 
delivered to irrigators at 4 1-2 cents, 
while the domestic con.sumers cannot

Dietz Claims that the Domestic 
t'unsuiiier Is Di.scriminateil 
.-\ gainst 


I Reconmiisaiice for Projected 
Highway to Start .Saturday 
from Sierra .Madre 


In an article by tlie local corres¬ 
pondent printed in the Los Angeles 
Times last Friday, 14tli, iiist., refer¬ 
ence is made that tlie recent increa.se 
in the .scale of water rates in Sierra 
Madre “does not work a great hurd- 
slnp on the consumer,” in tliat it does 
not exceed 75 cents for maximum 
raise or 25 cents minimum. 

Under the old ordinance 500 cubic 
feet exce.ss water at 4 cents per 100 
(V-ould rost 20 rents. Under the new 
rate it is 50 cents, an increase of •’JO 
cents per month, or 1.50 per cent. 

For the next l.'iOO, making 200 cu¬ 
bic feet, the old rate of 4 eent.s would 
cost 80 cents; under the new rate, 
$1.55, an increase as stated in the 
“Times” of 75 per inuntli, or nearly 
100 per cent. 

Taking for granted that e.xcess 
water is used only eight months in 
a year, those who u.se only .500 
cubic feet exce.ss, pay an increase in 
this period of $2.40, while lho.se who 
n.-e ’2000 cubic feet exce.ss pay an in- 
crea.se of $0.00. 

These increases are big enough to 
create a protest by the average Sierra 
Madre water consunier, e.specially 
when the purchasing power of a dol 
lar is now only one-half what i ■ was 
a few years ago. • 

The domestic water consumer, for 
the tiscal year ending June 20, 1!)18, 
paid for excess water used approxi¬ 
mately $4,800. The new rate will 
entail an additional .$4,.500 to be paid 
liy hint', based on the .same amount 
of water used. 

Very few* domestic water consumers 
can or do use more than 2000 cubic 
feet excess per month, hence his aver¬ 
age rate for water under the new 
scale is cents per 100 cubic feet, 
while the irrigator, when he u.ses 25,- 
000 cubic feet, gets hi.s at 4 1-2 cents 
and for .5000 cubic feet, 4 1-7 eent.s.
